RUSSIANS AND SEALING. 


IMPRISONMENT OF BEAL-HUNTHES. 

According to the Japan Gazette, a private 
letter has b en received in Yokohawa from Mr,

* "We ara still here and all well,” and goes on to 
say that, though afrested in August, they were 
not tried nnti! Febtuary th. They were tried 
for killing for seal and sentonced. to one year 
andfour months’ imprizonmont, Mr. MoNeill 
says he had not heen aware, that the Russians 
prohibit-d sealing in general, and only knew 
they had o 30-mile limit around their seal 
islands, However, be, with the others, was con- 

‘vieted, but they had been given ten days ip 
which to appeal, providing they had the neces- 
sary money, presumably for Court fees. “Nona

And 20 
throughont, by the telk of Willowy Arbours and 
Flowery Lunes idias ore imported, which aro 
absent from the author's thought: for though 
words sre here, their original’ signiticance 
uns completely faded from them.
